His  l,,ve  u(  paiiitiii,!- 
developed  in  eliildhood.  and  he  received  his  training  in 
an  in  Boston,  at  the  Slade  School  in  London,  and 
niider   Hoiinat  in    Paris. 

In  iSS;,  he  settled  in  Montreal,  and  devoted 
himself  heart  and  soul  to  his  work.  He  made  (recpient 
trijis  abroad;  spent  a  winter  in  Rome:  and  in  i,S()S 
vi.sited  Si)ain,  wliere  he  made  the  copies  of  the 
X'eiascpie/.  i)ictnres,  which  are  shown  in  the  present 
Ivxhihition. 

He  was  elected  I'residenl  of  the  Koval  Canaiiiaii 
.Academy  of  .\rt.s  in  iSy;^,  and  held  that  position  until 
lyoO.  He  was  awarded  a  medal  at  the  World's  I'"air  in 
Chica,oo  ill  1893  ;  a  -rold  medal  at  the  Pan-.\mericaii 
Exposition  ill  linffalo  in  1901  ;  and  a  ,i,r„h|  medal  and 
diploma  at  the  World's  P'air  at  .St.  I.ouis  in  i(j(i.|. 
In  1902.  while  President  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
.Academy,  he  was  created   a  Conipaiiioii  of  St.  .Michael

and  Si.  Cc-or-v,  ill  rcco-iiiti,,ii  ,.f  liis  splendid  scrvii-c 
to  art.  lie  was  ilic  llrsl  Canadian  artist  to  receive  tliis 
decoration. 

In  addition  to  his  portraits,  Mr.  llairis  has  left 
'itanv  charniino  lan.Iscapes  an.l  several  .^^eiire  putiires. 
He  exhibite.l  at  the  Paris  Salon,  the  Royal  .\eaden.v 
in  I.ond.Mi,  and  in  other  lainoiis  exhihition.s,  where  the 
picliires  are  selected  by  a  coinmittee  composed  entirel\- 
of  artists.  Robert  Harris  was  a  man  ol  many  talents. 
As  a  member  of  the  I'en  and  I'enoil  Club,  his  keen 
.sen,sc  ol  humour,  his  wide  knowled-e  of  all  that  is  best 
in  lilerattirc  and  art,  his  ability  to  write  or  to  relate  a 
story,  his  nnfailin.o;  courtesy  and  -eniality  will  Ion-  be 
remembered  by  his  friends  and  compaiiicnis. 

Never  was  there  a  more  kindl>  critic  ;  his  appreci- 
ation of  all  that  was  .i^„od  i„  the  work  of  his  fellow 
artists  was  alwa\s  shown,  his  meed  of  piai.se  never 
withheld,  his  word  of  eiicoura.^ement  alwa\s  iead\. 

.Much  m.nc  mi-ht  be  .said  of  the  work  and 
worth   of   Robert    Harris,    but   inodestv    was  one  of  his
